Great Plains Drouth Plan 


Laid Before Congress 
ONCLUSIONS of the great plains 
drouth committee were laid be- 
fore congress by President Roose- 
velt, the report being accompanied

Flood Control Measure 


for Seven “Authorities” 
ESCRIBING it as a flood con- 
trol measure, Senators Albion 
W. Barkley of Kentucky and R. J. 
Bulkley of Ohio introduced a bill in 
the senate designed to create seven 
federal ‘‘authorities’” with powers 
similar to those of the Tennessee 
Valley authority. Together with the 
TVA, these would cover the entire 
United States. The measure is in 
accordance with the President’s sug- 
gestions for regional authorities to 
co-ordinate flood control, power, rec- 
lamation and rehabilitation work. 

As for the current flood, the people 
in the stricken regions were turning 
to the task of rehabilitation. Self 
supporting residents of Cairo who 
had beén evacuated were permitted 
to return to the city, and martial 
law was lifted from the southern 
counties of Ohio and Indiana. The 
levees glong the lower Mississippi 
were standing up well under the 
strain. 

Contributions to the American Red 
Cross flood relief fund were nearly 
up to $20,000,000, twice the sum 
originally asked.
